Selected  Bed  pea. 

Bbst  Apfle-pie. — Take  a  deep  dish, 
the  size  of  a  soup-plate,  fill  it  heaping 
with  peeled  tart  apples,  cored  and  quar¬ 
tered  ;  pour  over  it  one  teacup  of  mo¬ 
lasses,  and  three  greatspooufulsof  sugar, 
dredge  over  this  a  considerable  quantity 
of  flonr,  enough  to  thicken  tbe  syrup  a 
good  deal.  Cover  it  with  a  crust  made 
of  cream,  if  you  have  it ;  jif  not,  com¬ 
mon  dough,  with  butter  worked  in,  or 
plain  pie-orust,  lapping  the  edge  over 
the  dish,  and  pinching  it  down  tight,  to 
keep  tbe  syrup  from  running  ont.  Bake 
about  an  hour  and  a  half.  Make  several 
ai  once,  as  they  keep  well. 

Lemon  Per — Three  eggs  (save  the 
whites  of  two),  juice  and  peel  of  one  lem¬ 
on,  one  enp  of  boiling  water,  one  Uble- 
spoonful  of  corn  flonr,  one  enp  of  sugar. 
Orate  tbe  lemon  and  pour  the  boiling 
water  over  the  juice  and  peel  ;  beat  the 
eggs  with  the  corn  floor  and  add  to  the 
water  ;  let  it  cool  before  adding  the  su¬ 
gar.  Beat  the  whites  of  tbe  eggs  with 
one  tableipoonful  of  sugar,  and  spread 
on  the  top  of  tbe  pie. 

Breakfast  Muffins^ — This  recipe  will 
be  valued  by  housekeepers  as  a  d&inity 
substitute  for  bread  at  breakfast  or  tea  : 
— Two  eggs  well  beaten,  with  a  cupful  of 
sugar  and  a  lump  of  butter  tbe  size  of  an 
eg g  ;  to  this  add  one  pint  of  milk,  with  a 
teaspoonful  of  soda,  ono  quart  of  flour 
and  two  tablespooufuls  of  cream  tartar  ; 
baked  in  muffitt  rings  on  top  of  the 
range,  or  in  gem  pans  iu  a  quick  oven. 

To  Preserve  tiie  Juices  of  Mince 
Pies  while  Baking. — When  the  pies  are 
ready  to  bake,  prepare  a  thin  piece  of 
cotton  cloth,  one  inch  wide  and  long 
enough  to  reach  around  the  rim  of  the 
pie.  Wet  the  cloth  and  put  iu  around 
the  pio  in  bucU  away  that  it  will  lap  a 
little  on  the  plate  beneath  and  a  little  on 
the  crust  above,  covering  tbe  part  where 
the  upper  and  lower  crust  come  together. 


Pop-Overs — Four  eggs,  four  cups  of 
fine  Graham  flour,  four  cups  of  milk,  or 
simply  good  milk  and  tbs  best  white 
flour,  made  iuto  a  rather  soft  batter. 
These  may  be  baked  in  gem  tins  or  geni 
irons,  or  small  cups,  which  should  be 
previoosly  heated.  Bake  in  a  hot  oven 
and  eat  with  fruit  sauos. 


The  Philadelphia  Press  has  a  descrip¬ 
tion  of  a  project  wbiob  looks  to  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  needed  accommodation  for 

Centennial  visitors.  WUh  tbe  consent 
and  eucouragement  of  the  managers  of 
leading  railroads,  and  of  tbe  heads  of  the 
Centennial  Commission,  a  company  call¬ 
ing  itself  the  “Centennial  Lodging 
House  Agency”  is  now  engaged  in  mak¬ 
ing  arrangements  with  boarding-house 
keepers  and  the  oconpants  of  private 
houses  in  Philadelphia,  by  which  a  great 
deal  of  bouse  room  will  be  definitely  en¬ 
gaged  beforehand,  at  specified  prices, 
for  the  accommodation  of  visitors  ;  and 
it  is  intended  to  perfeot  this  Bystem  so 
far  as  to  enable  railroad  companies  in  all 
parts  of  the  oountry  to  sell  to  those  who 
wish  them,  with  their  railroad  tickets, 
oonpons  entitling  the  holders  to  specified 
accommodations — lodging  and  food — at 
Philadelphia  at  fixed  rates,  and  for  Buch 
periods  as  may  be  deaired.  Agents  of 
the  company  will  then  be  placed  on 
every  incoming  train  to  direct  the  hold¬ 
ers  of  snch  coupons  to  the  places  where 
lodgings  have  been  engaged  for  them, 
and  by  hand  maps  of  the  city  and  other 
means  to  explain  to  strangers  how  most 
cheaply  and  conveniently  to  reach  the 
Centennial  grounds  and  see  other  re¬ 
markable  and  historic  points  of  the  city. 
As  to  other  accommodation*  the  New 
York  Herald  says : 

“It  is  proposed  to  run  Exhibition  trains 
between  New  York  and  Philadelphia  at 
such  times  and  rates  as  to  make  a  day 
at  the  Exhibition  an  easy  {achievement 
for  the  population  of  New  York  and  its 
suburbs.  Between  Jersey  City  and  the 
Exhibition  ground  the  time  of  these 
trains  is,  we  hear,  not  to  exceed  two 
hours. 

Almost  every  town  and  village  near 
Philadelphia  is  making  preparations  to 
receive  strangers,  and  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  in  a  number  of  them 
some  organized  effort  will  be  made  to 
make  known  at  a  distance  the  style  and 
price  of  accommodation!  that  can  be  ob¬ 
tained. 

Tbe  fruit  and  vegetable  gardeners 
within  fifty  miles  of  Philadelphia  began 
already  last  year  to  make  preparations 
for  tbe  extraordinary  demand  whioh 
they  anticipate  for  their  products  in 
1876,  and  tbe  amount  available  in  tbe 
city  will  be  vary  greatly  increased  over 
previous  years,  so  that  prices  of  these 
kinds  of  food  will  not  probably  nse. — 
Moreover,  many  of  the  villages  in  New 
Jersey  where  truck  fanning  and  garden¬ 
ing  are  punned,  snob  as  Vineland,  have 
hotels  and  houses  capable  of  accommo¬ 
dating  strangers  at  reasonable  rates,  and 
have  snail  frequent  teeess  to  the  city  aa 
is  ponvenien  t  to  visitor* 


moN  Puddino, — Tike  a  quarter 
•net,  shop  yerj  fine,  a 
quarter  of  a  pound  of  raisins,  atoned, 
two  tablespoon  fill*  of  floor,  two  table- 
spoonful*  of  sugar,  the  peel  of  a  wliol* 
lemon  grated,  a  little  nutmeg  and  three 
eggs  ;  mix  all  together,  pnt  into  a  mould 
and  boil  for  four  bonis.

Steamed  Apples.— Pare  and  halve 
good,  sour  apples,  removed  the  cores, and 
place  them  in  a  steamer  over  a  kettle  of 
boiling  water  ;  when  tender,  serve  with 
sugar  and  cream,  and  imagine  they  are 
peaches.

A  writer  in  tbe  Lomdom  Builder  says  of 
artists’  models  :  As  to  what  is  the  pre¬ 
cise  date  when  models  wore  first  used, 
there  are  no  historic  records  ;  but  it  is 
well  known  that  the  early  Grecian  scalp- 
ton  obtained  their  laws  as  to  tbe  sym¬ 
metrical  proportion  of  the  human  figure 
from  the  observation*  of  several  distinct 
individualities — each  of  which  was  re¬ 
markable  for  some  special  point  of  beau¬ 
ty.  The  Olympian  games  aflbnled  them 
a  large  field  for  observation  in  this  re- 
reepeot,  and  thus  enabled  them  to  deter¬ 
mine  those  aesthetic  rules  as  to  the  beau- 
1  ty  of  the  human  frame  in  action  and  re¬ 
pose  which  govern  sculptors  and  figure- 
draughtsmen  down  to  the  present  day. 

Tbe  best  artists  (although,  no  doubt, 
they  get  tbe  finest  models  they  can)  are 
the  least  of  all  dependent  upon  models 
for  their  pictures.  They  are  only  the  in¬ 
ferior  artists  who  have  to  seek  models 
in  order  to  make  their  pictures  beauti¬ 
ful.  Amateur*  are  more  particular  about 
their  models  titan  artists  ;  since  they 
cannot  do  anything  as  a  rule  without 
a  pretty  face  or  a  good  figure  to  oopy 
from. 

With  respect  to  the  posing  of  model* 
the  rule  at  the  Royal  Academy  is  that  the 
R.  A.  who  is  the  visitor  for  the  mouth 
poses  the  figure  ;  or  in  bis  absence,  bis 
deputy  does  so.  Iu  most  schools  of  art  it 
is  the  rule  for  the  master  to  pose  the  mo¬ 
del.  Btudents  take  their  piaoc*  as  they 
com*  in,  the  best  student  gouerolly  mak¬ 
ing  the  beat  study,  no  matter  what  view 
he  get*.  Ia  some  of  the  French  studios 
the  students  themselves  pose  the  models. 
A  model  generally  poses  for  one  hour, 
and  then  rest  for  five  or  ten  minute*  In 
my  school  the  model  poeas  for  eight 
hours,  in  one  day,  viz.,  from  ten  to  one 
in  the  morning,  from  two  to  fonr  in  ty* 
afternoon,  aud  from  seven  to  ten  in  the 
evening. 

Models  occasionally  on mrnenoe  sitting 
very  young,  even  at  twelve  or  thirteen 
years  of  sge^  Widows  sometimes  send 
out  tbeir  children  as  models  ;  or  a  moth¬ 
er,  who  has  been  a  model  herself  in  her 
young  day*  docs  the  same ;  model* 
usually  come  recommended  by  other 
models. 

Many  models  have  other  calling* 
snob  as  dressmaking,  ballet  -dancing,  and 
tbe  like ;  and  they  occasionally  oontri 
bute  to  tbe  support  of  tbeir  families 
bj  mob  oman*  aa  i&^)<l^mbuainv«M 
The  majority  of  model*  Ifvt  In  Camden 
and  Kentish  towns.  Married  woman  oc¬ 
casionally  sit,  but  they  form  a  very  small 
percentage  of  the  gross  number.  Mud  el* 
dress  like  other  woman  -some  neetly, 
some  slovenly,  and  some  extravagant¬ 
ly- 

With  rc*i>ect  to  morals,  I  have  known 
a  grout  many  who  sp|>uared  to  ms  to  be 
very  well  conducted,  and  I  have  known 
many,  too,  who  have  married  well,  and 
who,  from  my  own  personal  olisonra- 
tion,  have  made  good  wives  and  moth¬ 
ers.
